The ocean vessels can come right up 
alongside and digchange their cargoes. 
T have seen the class of grain used 
for milling in. this mill. There was 
Australian, Argentine, Canadian: iagd 
Karachi, all mixed just so as to give 
the particular blend desired. Australian 
wheat brings a highe price on-the 
British market than Canadian, because, 
there is a larger quantity of the hard 
glutenous Canadian. type of wheat 
available. Australian -wheat is a 
starchy grain. If the time should 
come when there is less hard gluten- 
ous wheat than of the starchy variety 
then our wheat can be characterized 
as the best wheat. Thé vest wheat is 
that which realises the best price. 

A vessel can come right from Beunos 
‘Ayres, and sail. right up to Vernon’s 
mill. No producer in the world pays 
806 much to get his wheat to markét as 
the Western Canadian farmer. In the 
case of the Argentine, .oné of our 
great competitiors, the “rail haul is 
never. more~:Lan-200-or. 300 miles to 
the ocean port. ‘In Austrelia, wheat 
growing is only carried on for short 
distances from water It is true that 
there_is a long water haul from Aus- 
tralia, but that is cheaper than our 
system which involves an expensive 
combination of rail, lake and ocean 
transport. 

Of continent ares probably Rotter- 
dam is the greatest importer of Can- 
adian grain. There is a battery here 
of 22 pneumatic unloaders.. Their 
boast here is that they can have a 
vessel clear within 24 hours. At Ant- 
werp the system is the same as others, 
except that instead of storage. tanks 
the grain is stored on-ficors. The at- 
mosphere is,too humid for tanks 80 
this other system is used:

——  ‘gnd redolent 6f arms and men and 
thumping history, this peculiar old 
wooden church in th» heart of Halifax 
‘might have been torn down and the 
site sold long. ago for an office build- 
ing or an apartment: house, 

In short, a hatchment is the coat 
of arms of some dead ndee or 
hero or man of action, done in colors 
by some painter and framed tp to 
fook as little like a réal iptctiire and 
as much like a frescoed coor panel as 
possible. And Halifax had a lot of 

stich men in her.day. -Most of them 

, gttended church at St. Paul’s. Some 

- of them were scalawags and some 
were highly respectable, and they 
were all makers of Canada. And they 
fleft so many traces of their somewhat 
spectacular careers. on Halifax that 
any account of St. Paul’s is impos- 
sible without at least some allusion 
to these colonial masters. Here liv- 
ed in the days of swagger and swash- 
buckling and scalping such pictures- 
. que figures as the Duke of Cornwallis, 
founder of, Halifax; Sir Fenwick Wil- 
liam, defender of Kars in the Cri- 
mean war; Col. John Inglis, of the 
Rifle Brigade at Lucknow; Sir Sam-| 
gel Cunard and Sir Provo Wallis, ad- 
‘miral of thé fleet;-and the unconven- 
tional but ‘quite royal Duke of Kent, 
grandfather of Edward VII., who 
built the tower clock on the hill to 
' femind Haligonians that he was hav- 
fnz as g00d a time in Halifax as he 
‘had a right to, being the King’s re- 
presentative. Besides whom there are 
governors galore buried beneath St.

times; while the two other week-end 
accidents which took place at Black- 
burn and Ludlow respectively, were 
of precisely the, same kind that have 
been attended by many fatalities upon 
other occasions. 

‘What causes these epidemics of’ac- 
cidents,* which, by the way, occur 
regularly in cycles of years? It is 
hard to say. One theory, largely held 
by railway men, is that they are due 
to ate opened begot of over-confi- 
dence, which is due, in its turn, to 
long immunity from serious disaster. 

Another is that they are brought 
about—in part, at all events—by cli- 
matic causes, and this theory might 
quite conceivably account for a cer- 
tain type of accident epidemic—like, 
for instance, the remarkable series of 
derailments that took place all over 
the various railway systems of the 
world during the cold and wet au- 
tumn and winter following the excep- 
tionally sodden summer of. 1888. 

A landslide, destroyed in one case 
anentire excursion train running be- 
tween Salandra end Grassano, in 
Italy, killing th'rty-two people. This 
was on Oct. 20, and on the 29th of 
the same month the Imperial train 
wa derailed near Borki, South Rus- 
sia, from a similar cause, the Tsar 
being injured, and above a score of 
‘people killed. A little later a tunnel 
collapsed in the Rhondda and Swan- 
sea Railway, in Wales, causing the 
loss’ of seven lives. 

. Another kind of accident epidemic 
is, there is reason ti believe, due to 
malice; in ether words, and to put-it 
bluntly, to deliberate train-wrecking. 

This, although. the guilty parties 
were never caught, is believed to be 
the explanation ef the alarming ser- 
fes of minor accident to trains which 
took place early in 1907, in the Huck- 
nall Tarkard district of Nottingham- 
shire. - 

And to this cause can be ascribed 
with absolute certainty the somewhat 
similar series of accident; to Midland 
nassenger expresses in 1898; for the 
perpetrator, a man named Tomlinson, 
was actually caught piacing his cun- 
ningly-devised obstructions upon the 
line, and received the well-merited 
sentence of twenty years’ penal ser- 
vitude: 

Epidemics of railway accidents oc- 
curring at Christmastide are alarm- 
ingly frequent, and these are, no 
doubt, due to derangements in the or- 
URAry ye working of the lines, occasion- 

the heavy and unusual holiday 
traffic. In fact, this was the actual 
‘finding, in almost so many words, as 
regards the cause of five out of ‘the 
seven accidents. which happened in 
December, 1870. 
. No theory, however, that can be de- 
vised, will account satisfactorily for 
an epidemic like the one that’ broke 
out in the summer of 1873, when no 
fewer than twenty-three railway acci- 
dents, some of them of an exceeding- 
ly serious character, were recorded 
in seventeen days: * 

Two'of these happened on the same- 
day—August 23rd—-and resulted in 
sixtee1 deaths.. The worst, that near 
Wigan, which killed thirteen people, 
was due toa mysterious derailment; 
and a few days later another precise- 
ly similar inexplicable disaster occur- 
red on the Northeastern Railway near 
Hartlepool, causing three deaths and 
enormous destruction of rolling stock. 
Yet another of this extraordinary 
group of accidents was due to a cow’ 
getting on the Southwestern Railway 
line near Guilford.

To Reclaim Soudan. 


Work has been commenced on an: 
other great scheme to reclaim by irri- 
gation vast tracts of desert in the 
Soudan. It is believed it can be made 
to add enormously to the cotton qut- 
put of the British Empire. The tract 
which is to be watered is known as 
the Gizra territory. I. lies between 
the Blue and White. Niles, below 
Khattoum, and consists of 1,500,000 
acres. ‘The force and flow of the two 
rivers is sufficient to water the entire 
district when properly: harnessed. 
The proposal is to build two dams 
south of. Khartoum, one over each of 
the rivers. Thus the truct between the 
streams will be irrigated, while at the 
same time’ the force of the water 
flowing into Egypt will be controlled. 
At present the Blue Nile comes down 
in a raging flow, and the White Nile, 
flowing in steadier fashion, combines 
with. it to make a huge overflow. The 
building of the two dams will-enable 
the flow to be properly regulated and 
will practically mean the final har- 
nesathe of the Nile. 


“To Purify Clay. 

An electrical process for purifying 
clay, brought to the notice of the 
English Ceramic Society by Dr. W. R. 
Ormandy, depends upon the fact that 
clay is electro-negative, while its 
chief impurities are electro-positive, 

The emulsified clay is partially 
coagulated by addirg electrolytes, 
and is further purified by passing 
through a vessel having electrodes 
jiffering by 60 to 100 volts. 

The clay substance, with as little 
as 18 to 20 per cent. of water, is de- 
nosited as a continuous blanket four 
ind one-half fee‘ wide and a quarter 
of an inch thick. Even fine particles 
are removed, and the solid product 
may contain as much as ninety-nine 
and five-tenths per cent. of china 
clay. i

PANTO TRICKS. 


How Some of the Startling Stage 
® Effects Are Secured, 

Visitors to the various pantomimes 
in London are annually puzzled by 
many little stage effects designed to 
deceive the eyes of those in the audi- 
ence.’ Children and grown-ups alike 


‘go away, wondering how it is done, 


but a peep behind the scenes reveals 
how simple are the aolutions ° o these 
stage mysteries... 

One of the best pantomiine illu- 
sions produced in recent years ‘s 
“The Growing Candle,” which to the 
people in: the audience is a most 
mystifying affair. A comedian set- 
tles down to read in a haunted cham- 
ber, by the light of a short candle 
set in a large candlestick on a table. 

As he reads, the candle com-, 
mences suddenly to grow, sprouting 
from its stick until it has attained 
the height of about eight feet. above 
the table. For a moment it remains 
high up in the ir still, burning 
brightly, until suddenly, with a swift 
swish, it rushes back into the candle- 
stick and completely vanishes from 
the sight. The trick is accomplished 
as follows: The candlestick’ is a 
hollow oné, and is placed over a hole 
in the table, connected with a metal 
tube running down to the stage. 
This tube is concealed from the view 
of the audience by the front leg of 
the table. 

When the time comes for the can- 
dle to grow, an assistant under the 
stage pushes a long pole, the thick- 
ness of the candle and painted white, 
up through the table, forcing ~ the 
candle high into the air. Then he 
suddenly allows. the pole to slip 
through his fingers, giving the effect 
of the vanishing candle as already 
described. 

The means by which falling snow 
is allowed to filter evenly down on 
to the stage are very ingenious. A 
large canvas sheet is hung across the 
stage into the wings so that it forms 
a sort of bag. 

In the centre of this bag the torn 
paper snow is deposited, where it 


‘| lies out of harm’s way until the time 


comes for the snow-storm to take 
place. 

A favorite trick of the pantomime 
demon’s is to deliver his speeches 
on a darkened stage with brilliant 
flashes. of fire coming from _ the 


strikes the stage with it. 

The sword is connected with an 
electric battery concealed under the 
demon’s cloak, and instead of strik- 
ing the: bare stage, as the audience 
imagine; he really scrapes a plate of 
metal 
boards so that electric sparks are 
produced.

MAY GET TO TORONTO. 


McCord Collection Has To Find Homé 
Soon, Says Owner. 
Toronto University is likely td 


collection -of antiquities, of natura) 
history specimens and of relics of thé 
early days of Canadian history which 
is the only one of its kind on the 
continent. 

This collection will go to Toronta 
if McGill University turns down the 
offer which has been made to it of @ 
free gift, and it appears likely that 
the Montreal university will do so 
for the past several years, the McGil 
authorities have refused to acc pt 
the charge of the collection on thd 
ground that they have no butiding 
sultable to house it. 

The collection is the property’ o8 
David Ross McCord and has taken 
years to gather. Part of It was Ine 
herited from his father, Col. the Hom 
John Samuel McCord, a former judg@¢ 
of the Suprente Court of Lower Can+ 
ada, and since the present head ‘of the 
family retired from the active’ pursuit 


ago, he had added constderably to the 
collection, notably in the. historical 
department. 

Mr, McCord has offered this collect 
tion to McGill, accompanying his of- 
fer of the free gift of the. collectio) 
with an offer of continuing to add-t 
it on the same present lev-l and ta 
remain curatcr of its as Jong us he 
lives, free of charge to the university. 
The offer was renewed recently and 
has been again turned down by Mce- 
Gill, on the grounds that they had 
no building in which to house it. 

Mr. McCord states that as a college 
is the proper place in which to housé 
the collection, he will offer it to Tos 
ronto. “I am very near the three 
score and ten,’ he said, ‘‘and no pru- 
dent man would permit the matter te 
longer remain unsettled. 

“Any universiy with which thig 
collection is associated would at once 
become not only the historical centr 
of Canada, but the repository o 
many of the most valuable articles 
in the world and a site for pilgrim~ 
age and study. I do not desire to se@ 
the collection leave this province, fo 
there is, so to speak, the historica 
heart. of Montreal and of the pro« 
t my self-imposed ob] paetlen 
will be equally carried out in any par@ 
of the Dominion. ) 

“T am weary of years of procras< 
tination. In view of the Importance 
of the gift, there is an element of 
self-respect involved in the matter.’* 

Mr. McCord has further offered ta 
«endow the collection by his will in 
such .a -sufficient manner that any 
institution with which it is housed. 
will have an opportunity of adding to 
it from time to time, and will also be 
relieved from any fnanclal obliga- 
tion jn keeping it intact and in 
proper condition,
